Fishermen will be delighted to hear 
that May 24, 1920, will come on Mon- 
day, so.a week-end in the country is 
assured to those who want it. 

The King’s Birthday, June 3, a 
school and bank holiday, will be a 
Thursday,/and July 1, Dominion Day, 
will fall on the same day of the week. 
School children will be interested in 
the fact that Labor Day, the first. 
Monday in. September, will come on 
September 6, for the pub‘ic schools 
in the city ordinarily re-open on.the 
day following Labor Day. 

Thanksgiving Day is a movable 
feast and its date will remain unde- 
termined until next September, when 
the governor-general-in-council — will 
proclaim the date of the day set apart 
for general thanksgiving. If the pre- 
cedent of the last few years is fol- 
lowed, the day chosen will be a Mon- 
day in mid-October. 

Christmas, 1920, will fall on Satur- 
day. 

The almanac announces ,that there 
will be several eclipses, both of the 
sun and of the moon. Two of these 
will be visible in Canada, ‘a _ total 
eclipse of the moon on October 27, 
1920, and a partial eclipse of the sun 
on November 10.

Saskatchewan Schools Commended 
for Their Progressive 
Methods 
High praise is given to Saskatche- 
wan schools in a bulletin on “Edu- 
cation in Parts of the British Em- 
pire,” which has just been issued by 
the Bureau of Education, Department 
of the Interior, Washington, D.C. 
After commenting on the progress in 
education made in recent years in 

Manitoba, the report states: 

“The democratic ideas of Manitoba 
are even more pronounced in the 
province just to the west, Saskatchc- 
wan; but centralization more akin to 
that of the eastern provinces has as- 
serted itself in the public school sys- 
tem of the latter. This centralisation, 
however, has not lessened the deep, 
popular interest in the schools. Per- 
haps the most convincing proof of 
this was the educational survey of the 
province decreed by order-in-council 
and undertaken during the latter half 
of the year 1917. 

“The public has been favorably pre- 
pared for this survey by the activities 
of the Public Education League, 
which had launched public meetings 
and led up to the proclamation of a 
public holiday by the premier, on 
which the needs of educational re- 
form were emphasised at rallies held 
at a number of points. All this time 
there has been no lapse in public in- 
terest in education, as is shown by 
the fact that, since the organization 
of provincial government for Saskat- 
chewan in 1905, school districts had 
been organized at the extraordinary 
rate of one a day, 

“With the tremendous increase in 
the amount of routine work thus de- 
volving upon the department of edu- 
cation, serious discussion arose as to 
whether the school unit with a board 
of three trustees was not too small, 
and whether the organization of 
boards of seven members, as for the 
municipalities, would not be better 
able to handle a much larger terri- 
tory organized as a municipality, The 
matter is as’ yet unsettled, but indi- 
cations are that an organic change 
will be brought about by the stirring 
of public interest. ; 

“The progressive nature of the 
people and of the schools of Saskat- 
chewan was well brought out in the 
findings of the survey to which re- 
ference has been made. The strongly 
eentralized system, it was agreed, had 
been of very great service in the early 
primitive days, but the findings bore 
out the belief that a system more ad- 
apted to a largely increased popula- 
tion, and especially one giving con- 
sideration to local needs, was now re- 
quired, ‘ 

The School Attendance Fa whicn 
came into effect May 1, 1917, at once 
increased the enrollment and regular- 
ity of attendance of school children 
falling within the cOmpulsory ages of 
7 to 14 years. By its provisions town 
districts appoint attendance officers, 
who report to the department of edu- 
cation every month. In village and 
rural districts such duties ure fulfillea 
by the teachers. As regards territor-

Lord Leverhulme Urges Sweating of 
Machinery Instead of the 
Employees 

New York.—Sweating the machine, 
not the man, is the economic prin- 
ciple on which Lord Leverhulme, the 
great -British manufacturer, justifies 
the six-hour day for workmen and the 
jtwelve-hour day for machinery, This 
schedule his firm has determined to 
introduce in their factoties in Great 
Britain, Canada ;and. the United 
States, hoping thereby to profit their 
workmen and themselves. 

Lord Leverhulme, wha_arrived here 
Tuesday on the Mauretania, comes to 
conduct a little missionary work in 
favor of the introduction in this 
country of the plan, which he de- 
clares will prove economically ad- 
vatitageous and profitable in any in- 
dustry in which the overhead charges 
fér plant and equipment equal or ex- 
geed the wage. bill.» 

Describing the main features of the 
plan, as well as of the long estab- 
lished. system of “co-partnership,” 
or profit sharing, in his several soap 
factories, Baron Leverhulme pointed 
jout that the scheme for hours must 
Jnot be confounded with a flat six- 
hour day, but consisted in employing 
his working forces, men and women, 
in two shifts, each working on a 36- 
hour weck basis, while the machinery 
is kept going the full twelve hours a 
day. 

The plan, he declared, was to get 
the greatest possible produ¢tion’ out 
of the machinery, the expensive ele- 
ment in soap production, which is 
granting the working forces a short- 
er day and a greater opportunity for 
recreation and self-improvement.

The government, however, 
will continue preparing the tase 
which it will place before the arbitra- 
tors, and which will require an cx- 
haustive investigation into the con- 
dition of the road, and an audit of 
the books..of the company. There is 


fas yet no indication of who will be 


chosen to act for the government as 
counsel during the. arbitration pro- 
ceedings, The return of the Prime 
Minister may have the effect of 
speeding up the choice of the govern- 
ment counsel. , 


Bolsheviki Will Settle Debts 

New York.—The Bolsheviki do not 
intend to repudiate $100,000,000 worth 
of bonds issued by the imperial and 
provisional goveffiments of Russia, as 
reported, according to Ludwig C. A.
